FOR SASKIA Post (who plays Juliana 
Sleven in The Sullivans) Easter in the 
country of her origin is a very different 
time than in Australia. 


While they don't have hot-cross buns 
in Holland, they do have a special fruit 
loaf called paas brood, as well as a whole 
range of delicious cakes, pastries and 
biscuits. 


Food, Saskia said, is an important 
part of the Easter festivities in Holland. 


“We celebrate it for four days like you 
do here, and food is one of our few 
pleasures, '* she explained. 


Saskia said Easter ‘‘revolves around 
the family’’. The house is also decorated 
with flowers, not just in vases, but 
threaded around the chairs and table as 
well, she added. 


But unlike Australia, there is a special 
ceremony for children before the Easter 
celebrations begin. 


On Palm Sunday, the children form a 
procession and carry a stick with a 
rooster made from dough on it. 


The rooster is a symbol of peace and > 


celebrates the entrance of Jesus into 
Jerusalem. 


In the country villages, young people 
also form a procession on Easter eve and 
sing songs and carry lanterns into the 
market place, where they gather for a 
communal sing and dance affair. 


On Easter Monday, the children play 
games with the eggs and collect them 
from doorsteps where people have left 
them. | 


They also play a game called ‘‘eitik- 
ken””, said Saskia, in which the children 
bump their eggs together to see whose 
will break first.

IT WAS Jana Wendt’s singing voice 
that was responsible for her career 
in TV journalism. 

In fact, the new 60 Minutes reporter 
was performing in coffee shops and 
restaurants during her Melbourne 
University days when she was discovered 
by an ABC-TV producer. 

Jana went on to do a good deal of work 
for the ABC, including hosting the series 
Music Around Us before joining Channel 
10 in Melbourne as a reporter and late- 
night newsreader. 

Then Gerald Stone, executive pro- 
ducer of the Nine Network's 60 Minutes, 
took an interest in her and early this year 
she became the show's fourth reporter. 

Because of contractual ties with Ten, 
she was unable to appear on camera on 
Nine until mid-March. 

Already she is an integral part of the 
reporting team, but she says it was pure- 
ly accidental that she got into TV jour- 
nalism in the first place. 


again ... in a few years' time I might 
think news is terrific.’ 


Jana is, however, upset by reports that 
there has been some anti-feeling towards 
her since joining 60 Minutes. 


“The producers and crews have been 
fantastic and they've just made my entry 
into the program so easy, '' she said. 


"i thought it would be a difficult thing, 
because it's such a tight-knit group, and 
it's such a successful program. 


While at Melbourne University, Jana 
began doing research for ABC documen- 
taries on a part-time basis. 


she went on to host the ABC series 
Music Around Us, before starting at 
Channel 10 in May 1979 as a general 
reporter at the station. 


By the end of the year Jana had been 
promoted to reading the news at 
weekends and doing news breaks at 
night, and in February 1980, the 
Eyewitness News was revamped and

“Journalism was always what I wanted 
to do, but I'd only thought of 
newspapers, '' Jana explained. 

"I was doing an honors degree in 
French at Melbourne University and used 
to sing in coffee shops and restaurants at 
night. 

“One night a producer from the ABC 
walked in and asked me if I'd record a 
soundtrack for a science-fiction series he 
was making.”” 

The 25-year-old brunette signed up for 
two years to travel the world as the 
fourth member of the 60 Minutes repor- 
ting team. 

Already her new job has taken her on 
assignments to the Caribbean, the 
United States, Canada and New Zealand. 

Jana was a fan of 60 Minutes and the 
all-male reporting team — George 
Negus, Ray Martin and Ian Leslie — long 
before she was ever asked to join the 
show's ranks. 

"It would be hard to join a program 
like that unless you were a fan of it,’’ she 
said. 

“TI think 60 Minutes is a very particular 
sort of show, with a very particular ap- 
proach to stories and production. If you 
didn't like it, you wouldn't join it. 

"Professional, it was a very easy 
decision to make, because it's the only 


program of its kind in Australia and it's. 


exactly what I wanted to do. 

“I think public affairs is an extension 
of news and after working in that area 
for two-and-a-half years, I wanted to 
move to that extension. 

"Personally, it was a more agonising 
decision, because I’d worked so closely 
with the people at Channel 10 Melbourne 
and it was sad to say goodbye to them. 

“IT don't rule out ever working in news 


Jana and David Johnston were fronting a 
double-headed news set-up. 

While Jana is happy to talk about her 
career, she clams up when her personal 
life is mentioned. 

“The old love life is something that I 
really hate talking about, because I find 
it very intrusive,'' Jana said. 

““Tlike to keep at least one tiny thing to 
myself and I try to make it that. I may 
not succeed, but Pll try. Basically my 
answer is 'I don't want to talk about it'. 

“You can say “yes, she has a bloke.

Molly Domino is now being 
considered by all the major 
commercial networks and pro- 
ducers hope to see it released 
in Sydney soon. 


Hugh Keays-Byrne, known |

Mad Max, was flown from 
Sydney to direct the film, and 
Di Fuller, who appeared in 
Journey Among Women, had a 
lead role. 

““Principally, it is a suspense 
film, but we've played down 
the murder and the violence 
considerably,'' Cathy said.

POPULAR UK singing and song- 
writing team Jackie Trent and Tony 
Hatch look set to join the throng of 
international entertainers buying 
Australian real estate. 


The pair want an Antipodean home- 
away-from-home. 

In the past 11 years they've toured 
Australia eight times and each time they 
came to love the country more. 

When they get their Aussie abode, 
they'll be following in the footsteps of 
such top entertainers as Max Bygraves, 
Sir Harry Secombe and Des O'Connor, all 
of whom have Australian residences. 

TV WEEK caught up with the couple 
at Tweed Heads recently where they 
were performing as part of their current 
tour.

They stil maintain a very busy 
schedule in the British light entertain- 
ment world but these days they like to 


take more time to see Australia. 
The lack of light entertainment on 


Australian television concerns Tony. 
“You just don’t seem to have it here,” 
he said. 

Perhaps with a more permanent local 
base, Jackie Trent and Tony Hatch can 
do something about putting the 
Australian light entertainment scene on 
the map. 
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SITTING IN a car for nearly 10 hours 
isn't much fun — especially when 
there's nowhere to go. 

But there was nothing football per- 
sonality Ron Barassi could do about it. He 
was making a commercial for a car-rental 
firm and was trapped as technical dif- 
ficulties held up filming. 

“There was a lot of mucking around 
with speeds, angles and heights of the 
cars,’’ he said. ''You'd need a degree in 
maths and geometry to follow it.”

Since that short TV segment in the 
60s, he’s extended his TV career to in- 
clude commercials (except beer because 
he doesn’t like the taste), three years of 
refereeing on Channel 10’s Almost 
Anything Goes, presenting Barassi's 
World and giving regular football com- 
ments on Channel 10’s Melbourne news. 

In between his football, advertising 
_and TV commitments, he still finds time 

to deliver motivational talks around the 
country, as well as having recently bran- 
ched out into making a new plastic foot- 
ball for youngsters. 

The Barassi philosophy hasn’t changed 
over the years. For him it’s still impor- 
tant that a man does his best. 

“Winning shouldn’t be about coming 
first, but about doing the very best you 
can, whatever you do,’’ he stressed. 

The underdog has a special place in 
Ron Barassi’s heart. Fighting back to the 
top inspires him almost as much as winn- 
ing. 

Barassi’s used to fighting back, having 
turned floundering football clubs into 
contenders. 

First there was Carlton in the '60s, 
then North Melbourne in the '70s. Now, 
of course, it's his original Demons that he 
hopes to turn towards victory. 


To Barassi, the key to success is adop- 
ting a winning mentality and recognising 
the time needed to inject that spirit into 
the club.
